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AN ACT in relation to ganbling.

Be it enacted by the People of the State of Illinois,

represented in the General Assenbly:

Section 1. Short title. This Act may be cited as the
I1linois Ganbling Board Act.

Section 5. Definitions. For the purposes of this Act,
unl ess the context otherw se requires:
"Acts adm ni stered by the Board" neans:
(1) The Illinois Ganbling Board Act;
(2) The Illinois Horse Racing Act of 1975; and
(3) The Riverboat Ganbling Act.
"Board" neans the Illinois Ganbling Board.

"Department” nmeans the Illinois Departnment of Revenue.

Section 10. Dissolution of 1Illinois Racing Board and
II'linois Gamng Board. The |Illinois Racing Board and the
I1linois Gam ng Board shall each remain in existence until
the close of business on the effective date of this Act. At
the cl ose of business on the effective date of this Act, the
II'linois Racing Board and the Illinois Gam ng Board shal
each be dissolved and all of their powers, duties, rights,
and responsibilities wunder the Illinois Horse Racing Act of
1975 and under the Riverboat Ganbling Act and all liabilities
arising therefromare transferred to the Illinois Ganbling
Boar d. At the close of business on the effective date of
this Act, all of t he power s, duti es, rights, and

responsibilities of the Departnent of Revenue under the

Ri verboat Ganbling Act and all liabilities arising therefrom
are transferred to the Illinois Ganbling Board. The terns of
all menbers of the Illinois Racing Board and of all nenbers

of the 1Illinois Gamng Board shall end at the close of
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busi ness on the effective date of this Act. For purposes of
the Successor Agency Act, the Illinois Ganbling Board shal

be the successor to the Illinois Racing Board, the 1Illinois
Gam ng Board, and, to the extent specified in this Act, the

I1'linois Departnent of Revenue.

Section 15. Transfer of personnel. Personnel enployed by
(1) the Illinois Racing Board, (ii) the Illinois Gam ng
Board, or (iii) the Illinois Departnment of Revenue under
Section 5(a)(8) of the Riverboat Ganbling Act are transferred
to the Illinois Ganbling Board i nmedi ately after the cl ose of
busi ness on the effective date of this Act. The rights of
those enployees, the State, and its agencies under the
Per sonnel Code and appl i cabl e col l ective bar gai ni ng

agreenents and retirenent plans are not affected by this Act.

Section 20. Transfer of property. Al books, records,
papers, docunents, property (real and personal), contracts,
unexpended appropriations, and pendi ng busi ness pertaining to

the powers, duties, rights, and responsibilities transferred

by this Act from the 1llinois Racing Board, the Illinois
Gam ng Board, and the Illinois Departnent of Revenue to the
I11inois Ganbling Board, including but not Ilimted to

material in electronic or magnetic format and necessary
conputer hardware and software, shall be delivered and
transferred to the Board effective at the close of business
on the effective date of this Act and may be wused by the

Board t hereafter

Section 25. Transfer of powers.

(a) The powers, duties, rights, and responsibilities
transferred to the Board pursuant to this Act shall be vested
in and shall be exercised by the Board. Each act done in the

exerci se of t hose powers, duti es, rights, and
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responsibilities shall have the sane | egal effect as if done
by the Illinois Racing Board, the Illinois Gam ng Board, or
the Illinois Departnent of Revenue.

(b) Every person or other entity shall be subject to the
sanme obligations and duties, and any penalties, civil or
crimnal, arising therefrom and shall have the sane rights
arising fromthe exercise of those powers, duties, rights,
and responsibilities as if those powers, duties, rights, and
responsi bilities had been exercised by the Illinois Racing
Board, the Illinois Gam ng Board, or the Illinois Departnent

of Revenue.

Section 30. Rules. Rules adopted by the Illinois Racing
Board, the Illinois Gam ng Board, or the Illinois Departnent
of Revenue that are in effect on the effective date of this
Act and pertain to the powers, duties, rights, and
responsibilities transferred to the Board wunder this Act
shall becone rules of the Board at the close of business on
the effective date of this Act and shall continue in effect
until anmended or repeal ed by the Board.

Any rules pertaining to the powers, duties, rights, and
responsibilities transferred to the Board under this Act that
have been proposed by the Illinois Racing Board, the Illinois
Gam ng Board, or the Illinois Departnent of Revenue but have
not taken effect or been finally adopted by the close of
busi ness on the effective date of this Act shall becone
proposed rules of the Board on the effective date of this Act
and any rul emaki ng procedures that have already been
conpleted by the Illinois Racing Board, the Illinois Gam ng
Board, or the 1Illinois Departnent of Revenue for those
proposed rul es need not be repeated.

As soon as practical after the effective date of this
Act, the Board shall revise and clarify the rules transferred

to it under this Act to reflect the reorganization of powers,
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duties, rights, and responsibilities effected by this Act
using the procedures for recodification of rules available
under the Illinois Admnistrative Procedure Act, except that
existing title, part, and Section nunbering for the affected
rules may be retained. The Board may propose and adopt under
the Illinois Adm nistrative Procedure Act such other rules as
may be necessary to consolidate and clarify the rules of the

Boards reorgani zed under this Act.

Section 35. Service. Wienever reports or notices are now
required to be nmade or given or papers or docunents furnished
or served by any person to or upon the Illinois Racing Board,
the Illinois Gam ng Board, or the Illinois Departnment of
Revenue in connection with any of the functions transferred
pursuant to this Act, the same shall be made, given
furnished, or served in the sane mnner to or upon the

I1linois Ganbling Board.

Section 40. Prior actions. This Act does not affect any
act done, ratified, or cancelled, any right occurring or
establ i shed, or any action or proceeding had or comenced in
an admnistrative, civil, or <crimnal cause before this
Section takes effect, but such actions or proceedings may be

prosecuted and continued by the Board.

Section 45. Savings provisions. The powers, duties,
rights, and responsibilities transferred to the Board by this
Act shall be vested in and exercised by the Board subject to
the provisions of this Act. An act done by the Board or an
enpl oyee or agent of the Board in the exercise of the
transferred powers, duties, rights, and responsibilities
shall have the sane |legal effect as if done by the Illinois
Racing Board, the 1Illinois Gam ng Board, the I11inois

Department of Revenue, or an enpl oyee or agent of either of

those boards or that Departnment as predecessor to the
I1linois Ganbling Board.

The transfer of power s, duti es, rights, and
responsibilities to the Illinois Ganbling Board under this
Act does not invalidate any previous action taken by the
I11inois Racing Board, the 1Illinois Gam ng Board, the
Departnent, or any of their enployees or agents. References
to the Illinois Racing Board, the Illinois Gam ng Board, the
Departnent, or any of their enployees or agents in any
docunent, contract, agreenent, or law shall, in appropriate
contexts, be deened to refer to the Illinois Ganbling Board
or its enpl oyees or agents.

The transfer of power s, duti es, rights, and
responsibilities to the Board under this Act does not affect
any person's rights, obligations, or duties, including any
civil or crimnal penalties applicable thereto, arising out
of t hose transferred powers, duti es, rights, and

responsibilities.

Section 50. Severability. If any provision of this Act
or its application to any person or circunstance is held
invalid by any court of conpetent jurisdiction, this
invalidity does not affect any other provision or application
of this Act that can be given effect wwthout the invalid
provi sion or application. To achieve this purpose, the

provisions of this Act are declared to be severable.

Section 55. Creation of Board.

(a) There is hereby created the Illinois Ganbling Board,
whi ch shall have the powers and duties specified in this Act,
the I1llinois Horse Racing Act of 1975, and the Riverboat
Ganbling Act and also the powers necessary and proper to
enable it to fully and effectively execute all of the

provi sions and purposes of this Act. The jurisdiction,
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supervision, powers, and duties of the Board shall extend
under this Act to every person who holds or conducts any
nmeeting where horse racing is conducted pursuant to the
II'linois Horse Racing Act of 1975 and to any person who
conducts riverboat ganbling operations under the Riverboat
Ganbl i ng Act.

(b) The Illinois Ganbling Board shall <consist of 9
menbers appointed by the Governor with the advice and consent
of the Senate, no nore than 5 of whom shall be of the sane
political party, and one of whom shall be designated by the
Governor as the chairnman. Each nenber, at the tinme of
appoi ntnent, shall be a resident of Illinois and shall have
resided in Illinois for a period of at |least 5 years next
preceding appointnent and qualification and shall be a
qualified voter in Illinois and be at |east 25 years of age.

(c) The ternms of office for nmenbers of the Board shal
be as follows: 3 nenbers for terns expiring on January 1,
2004, 3 nenbers for terns expiring January 1, 2006, and 3
menbers for ternms expiring on January 1, 2008. Thereafter
the terns of office of the Board nenbers shall be 6 years.
Menbers shall continue to serve until their successors are
appoi nted and have qualified. A vacancy in the Board shal
be filled for the unexpired portion of the termin the sane
manner as an original appointnment. Each nenber of the Board
shall be eligible for reappointnent at the discretion of the
Governor, wth the advice and consent of the Senate.

(d) Each menber of the Board shall receive $300 per day
for each day the Board neets and for each day the nenber
conducts a hearing pursuant to the Illinois Horse Racing Act
of 1975. Menbers of the Board shall al so be reinbursed for
all actual and necessary expenses and di sbursenents incurred
in the execution of their official duties.

(e) No person shall be appointed to be a nenber of the

Board or continue to be a menber of the Board who is, or
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whose spouse, child, or parent is, a nenber of the board of
directors of, or a person financially interested in, any
ganbling operation subject to the jurisdiction of the Board.
No person shall be appointed a nenber of +the Board or
continue as a nenber of the Board who is, or whose spouse,
child, or parent is, a nenber of the board of directors of,
or who is a person financially interested in, any |licensee
under the Illinois Horse Racing Act of 1975 or other person
who has applied for racing dates to the Board under that Act,
or the operations thereof, including, but not limted to,
concessions, data processing, track mai nt enance, track
security, and pari-nutuel operations, |ocated, schedul ed or
doing business wthin Illinois, or in any race hor se
conpeting at a neeting under the Board' s jurisdiction. No
person shall be appointed to the Board or continue as a
menber of the Board who is, or whose spouse, child, or parent
is, financially interested in any race track, race neeting,
raci ng association, or the operations thereof under the
II'linois Horse Racing Act of 1975. No Board nenber shal
hol d any other public office for which he or she receives
conpensation other than necessary travel or other incidental
expenses. No person shall be a nenber of the Board who 1is
not of good noral character or who has been convicted of, or
is under indictnment for, a felony under the laws of Illinois,
any other state, or the United States.

(f) Any nenber of the Board my be renoved by the
Governor for neglect of duty, m sfeasance, malfeasance, or
nonf easance in office.

(g) Before entering into the discharge of the duties of
his or her office, each nenber of the Board shall take an
oath that he or she will faithfully execute the duties of his
or her office according to the laws of this State and the
rules adopted thereunder and shall give bond to the State of

II'linois, approved by the Governor, in the sum of $25, 000.
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Every such bond, when duly executed and approved, shall be
recorded in the office of the Secretary of State. Whenever
the Governor determnes that the bond of any nmenber of the
Board has beconme or is Ilikely to becone invalid or
i nsufficient, t he Gover nor shall require that nenber
forthwith to renew his or her bond. Any nenber of the Board
who fails to take oath and give bond wthin 30 days fromthe
date of his or her appointnent, or who fails to renew his or
her bond within 30 days after it is demanded by the Governor,
shall be guilty of neglect of duty and nay be renbved by the
Governor. The cost of any bond given by any nenber of the
Board wunder this Section shall be taken to be a part of the
necessary expenses of the Board.

(h) Any Board nenber or Board enpl oyee who is subject to
any civil action arising fromany act executed by himor her
arising out of service as a Board nenber or Board enpl oyee
shall be represented by the Attorney Ceneral. Al costs of
defending such a lawsuit and satisfaction of any judgnent
rendered agai nst a Board nenber or Board enployee shall be
incurred by the Board. Any Board nenber or Board enpl oyee is
entitled to the benefit of this subsection (h) provided that

the Act was commtted in good faith.

Section 65. Enploynent of personnel; prohibitions.

(a) Board nenbers shall enploy under the Personnel Code,
as now or hereafter amended, such representatives,
accountants, clerks, stenographers, inspectors, and other
enpl oyees as nay be necessary.

(b) No person shall be enployed or hold any office or
position under the Board who, or whose spouse, child, or
parent, is:

(1) an official of, or has a financial or ownership
interest in, any licensee or occupation |icensee under

the 1llinois Horse Racing Act of 1975 who is engaged in
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conducting horse racing in this State;

(2) an owner, trainer, jockey, or harness driver of

a horse conpeting at a race nmeeti ng under t he

jurisdiction of the Board pursuant to the Illinois Horse

Raci ng Act of 1975; or

(3) an official of, or has a financial interest in
or financial relation wth, any operator engaged in
riverboat ganbling operations within this State.

On or after January 1, 2003, any enployee who violates
this subsection shall be subject to the termination of his or
her enploynment. |If the Board determ nes that an enpl oyee is
in violation of this subsection and should be discharged, it
nmust observe the procedures outlined in the Personnel Code as

they apply to di scharge proceedings.

Section 70. Board neetings; records; offices.

(a) The Board shall hold regular and special neetings at
| east once each quarter of the fiscal year and at such
additional tinmes and places as may be necessary to perform
properly and effectively all duties required under the Acts
adm ni stered by the Board. Special neetings may be called by
the chairman or by any 2 Board nenbers upon 72 hours witten
notice to each nenber. All Board neetings shall be subject
to the Open Meetings Act.

A mgjority of the nmenbers of the Board shall constitute a
quorum  for the transaction of any business, for the
performance of any duty, and for the exercise of any power
that any Act admnistered by the Board requires the Board
menbers to transact, perform or exercise en banc, except
that on order of the Board, one of the Board nenbers nmay
conduct the hearing required in Section 16 of +the Illinois
Horse Racing Act of 1975. A Board nenber conducting such a
heari ng shall have all powers and rights granted to the Board

in this Act. The record made at the hearing shall be
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reviewed by the Board, or a nmgjority thereof, and the
findings and decision of the mjority of the Board shal
constitute the order of the Board in such a case.

(b) The Board shall obtain a court reporter who shall be
present at each regular and special neeting and proceedi ng
and who shall nmake accurate transcriptions thereof, except
that when in the judgnent of the Board an energency situation
requires a neeting by tel econference, the executive director
shall prepare the mnutes of the neeting indicating the date
and time of the neeting and which nenbers of the Board were
present or absent, summari zing al | matters pr oposed,
del i berated on, or decided at the neeting, and indicating the
results of all votes taken. The public shall be allowed to
listen to the proceedings of that neeting at all Board branch
of fices.

(c) The Board shall provide records that are separate
and distinct from the records of any other State board or
comm ssion. These records shall be available for public
i nspection and shal | accurately refl ect al | Board
pr oceedi ngs.

(d) The Board shall file a witten annual report with
the Governor on or before March 1 of each year and any
additional reports that the Governor may request. The annual
report shal | i ncl ude a statenent of recei pts and
di sbursenents by the Board, actions taken by the Board, a
report on the horse racing industry's progress toward the
policy objectives established in Section 1.2 of the Illinois
Horse Racing Act of 1975, and any additional information and
recommendations that the Board may deem val uable or that the
Governor nmy request.

(e) The Board shall maintain a branch office on the
grounds of every organization |icensee under the |Illinois
Horse Racing Act of 1975 during the organization |icensee's

race neeting, which shall be kept open throughout the tine
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the race neeting is held, and at the hone dock of each owners
|icensee under the Riverboat Ganbling Act during the owners
i censee's hours of operation, which shall be kept open while
ganbling is being conducted on any riverboat that docks at
that hone dock. The Board shall designate one of its
menbers, or an authorized agent of the Board who shall have
the authority to act for the Board, to be in charge of the

branch office during the tinme it is required to be kept open.

Section 75. Hearing officers. The Board may enploy
heari ng officers qualified by professional training or
previ ous experience according to rules established by the
Boar d. The Board shall also establish rules providing for
the disqualification of hearing officers for bias or conflict
of interest. The hearing officers shall, under the direction
of the Board, take testinony of wtnesses, and exam ne
accounts, records, books, papers, and facilities, either by
hol di ng hearings or making i ndependent investigations, in any
matter referred to them by the Board; and nmake report thereof
to the Board, and attend at hearings before the Board when so
directed by the Board, for the purpose of explaining their
investigations and the result thereof to the Board and the
parties interested; and performother duties as the Board may
direct, subject to its orders. The Board may nake final
adm ni strative decisions based upon reports presented to it
and investigations and hearings conduct ed by heari ng

of ficers.

Section 80. Powers and duties. The Board shall have al
the powers and duties necessary and proper to effectively
execute the provisions of this Act, the Illinois Horse Racing
Act of 1975, and the Riverboat Ganbling Act. These powers
and duties include, but are not limted to, those powers and

duties enunerated in Section 9 of the Illinois Horse Racing
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Act of 1975 and Section 5 of the Riverboat Ganbling Act.

Section 85. Executive Director. The Board shall name and
appoi nt an Executive Director who shall serve at the pleasure
of the Board. The Executive Director shall performany and
all duties that the Board assigns to himor her. The salary
of the Executive Director shall be determ ned by the Board
and, in addition, he or she shall be reinbursed for al
actual and necessary expenses incurred by himor her in the
di scharge of his or her official duties. The Executive
Director shall keep records of all proceedings of the Board
and shall preserve all records, books, docunents, and other
papers belonging to the Board or entrusted to its care. The
Executive Director shall devote his or her full time to the
duties of the office and shall not hold any other office or

enpl oynent .

Section 800. The State Finance Act is anended by

changi ng Section 6b-2 as foll ows:

(30 ILCS 105/6b-2) (from Ch. 127, par. 142b2)

Sec. 6b-2. The Departnent of Agriculture is authorized
to establish and maintain a "Wrking Cash Account” to receive
noneys obtained fromthe sale of pari-nutuel wagering tickets
and to di sburse noneys from such account as provided in this
Secti on. The Departnent shall appoint a custodian who wll
be responsible for the "Wrking Cash Account” and who shal
be bonded by a $100, 000 penal bond nade payable to the people
of the State of Illinois, and shall establish accounting and
reconciliation procedures to assure the safeguardi ng of these
noneys.

Moneys in the Departnent of Agriculture's "Wrking Cash
Account" shall be wused only for the purposes of providing

change for ticket W ndows, payi ng W nni ng tickets,
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establishing the wnning ticket reserve and purse fund as
required by the *Illinois Ganbling Raet ng Board*, paying race
purses, and paying Federal and State taxes in relation
thereto. That portion of the incone received not expended
for uses as authorized shall wthin 10 days after receipt be
paid into the Agricultural Prem um Fund.

The Governor my request at the recommendation of the
custodi an of the "Wrking Cash Account” an anount of noney
not to exceed $50,000 be transferred fromthe Agricultural
Prem um Fund to the "Wrking Cash Account", to provide change
for ticket windows, such transfer to be made within 30 days
prior to a racing neet. The custodian shall within 2 working
days after the close of a racing neet transfer the noney used
for change back to the Agricultural Premum Fund. The
Department of Agriculture is authorized to pay fromthe
Agricul tural Prem um Fund the annual |icense fee, the daily
race fee, and other expenses such as track security,
stewards, investigators and such other fees as required by
of a racing neet.

The Auditor General shall audit or cause to be audited
t he above itens of incone and expenditures.

The Ceneral Assenbly shall from time to tine nmake
appropriations payable fromsuch fund to the Departnent for

distribution to county fairs in counties having a population
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of | ess than 600,000 and to any Fair and Exposition Authority
in counties wth a population of nore than 600,000 but |ess
than 1,000,000 inhabitants. Such appropriations shall be
distributed by the Departnent to county fairs which are
eligible to participate in appropriations made from the
Agri cul tural Premum Fund but which elect instead to
participate in appropriations mnmade from the Fai r and
Exposition Fund and to Fair and Exposition Authorities in
counties having a population of nore than 600,000 but |Iess
than 1,000,000 inhabitants. |If a county has nore than one
county fair, such fairs shall jointly elect to participate
either in appropriations nmade fromthe Agricultural Prem um
Fund or in appropriations made fromthe Fair and Exposition
Fund.

A participant, to be
eligible to receive appropriations from the Fai r and
Exposition Fund nust hold the |and on which such fair or
exposition is to be conducted as a fee or under a | ease of at
| east 20 years duration, except counties wth nore than
600,000 but Iless than 1,000,000 inhabitants where the
participant shall be the Fair and Exposition Authority.
Before receiving a distribution of nonies fromthe fund, the
treasurer or other financial officer of a participant shal
file with the Director a penal bond in an anmount equaling the
suns to be distributed, and conditioned upon the |aw ul
expenditure of the noney so distributed. The <cost of such
bond may be paid from such noney.

proper to fully and effectively execute the provisions of
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this Act, including, but not limted to, the foll ow ng:

(a) The Boar d IS vest ed W th jurisdiction and
supervision over all race neetings inthis State, over al
licensees doing business in this State, over all occupation
i censees, and over all persons on the facilities of any
licensee. Such jurisdiction shall include the power to issue
licenses to t he I1linois Depart nment of Agricul ture
aut hori zing the pari-nutuel system of wagering on harness and
Quarter Horse races held (1) at the lllinois State Fair in
Sanganon County, and (2) at the DuQuoin State Fair in Perry
County.

Upon application, the Board shall issue a license to the
II'linois Departnent of Agriculture to conduct harness and
Quarter Horse races at the lllinois State Fair and at the
DuQuoin State Fairgrounds during the schedul ed dates of each
fair. The Board shall not require and the Departnent of
Agriculture shall be exenpt fromthe requirenents of Sections
15.3, 18 and 19, paragraphs (a)(2), (b), (c¢), ((d), (e),
(e-5), (e-10), (f), (g), and (h) of Section 20, and Sections
21, 24 and 25. The Board and the Departnent of Agriculture
may extend any or all of these exenptions to any contractor
or agent engaged by the Departnent of Agriculture to conduct
its race neetings when the Board determines that this would
best serve the public interest and the interest of horse
raci ng.

Notw t hst andi ng any provision of lawto the contrary, it
shall be lawful for any |l|icensee to operate pari-mnutuel

wagering or contract wth the Departnent of Agriculture to
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operate pari-nutuel wagering at the DuQuoin State Fairgrounds
or for the Departnment to enter into contracts wth a
licensee, enploy its owners, enployees or agents and enploy
such other occupation |icensees as the Departnent deens
necessary in connection with race neetings and wageri ngs.

(b) The Board is vested with the full power to
promul gate reasonable rules and regulations for the purpose
of adm nistering the provisions of this Act and to prescribe
reasonable rules, regulations and conditions under which al
horse race neetings or wagering in the State shall be
conduct ed. Such reasonable rules and regulations are to
provide for the prevention of practices detrinmental to the
public interest and to pronote the best interests of horse
racing and to i npose penalties for violations thereof.

(c) The Board, and any person or persons to whom it
del egates this power, is vested with the power to enter the
facilities and other places of business of any |licensee to
det erm ne whet her there has been conpliance wth the
provisions of this Act and its rules and regul ati ons.

(d) The Board, and any person or persons to whom it
del egates this power, is vested with the authority to
investigate alleged violations of the provisions of this Act,
its reasonable rules and regulations, orders and final
decisions; the Board shall take appropriate disciplinary
action against any |icensee or occupation Ilicensee for
violation thereof or institute appropriate |legal action for
t he enforcenent thereof.

(e) The Board, and any person or persons to whomit
del egates this power, nay eject or exclude from any race
meeting or the facilities of any licensee, or any part
t hereof, any occupation |I|icensee or any other individual
whose conduct or reputation is such that his presence on
those facilities may, in the opinion of the Board, call into

guestion the honesty and integrity of horse racing or
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wagering or interfere with the orderly conduct of horse
raci ng or wagering; provided, however, that no person shal
be excluded or <ejected fromthe facilities of any |icensee

solely on the grounds of race, color, creed, national origin,

ancestry, or sex. The power to eject or exclude an
occupation |icensee or other individual my be exercised for
just cause by the licensee or the Board, subject to

subsequent hearing by the Board as to the propriety of said
excl usi on.

(f) The Board is vested with the power to acquire,
establish, mintain and operate (or provide by contract to
mai ntain and operate) testing |aboratories and rel ated
facilities, for the purpose of conducting saliva, bl ood,
urine and other tests on the horses run or to be run in any
horse race neeting and to purchase all equi pment and supplies
deened necessary or desirable in connection wth any such
testing | aboratories and related facilities and all such
tests.

(g) The Board may require that the records, including
financial or other statenments of any |licensee or any person
affiliated with the Ilicensee who is involved directly or
indirectly in the activities of any licensee as regulated
under this Act to the extent that those financial or other
statenents relate to such activities be kept in such manner
as prescribed by the Board, and that Board enpl oyees shal
have access to those records during reasonable business
hour s. Wthin 120 days of the end of its fiscal year, each
licensee shall transmt to the Board an audit of the
financial transactions and condition of the licensee's total
oper at i ons. Al audits shall be conducted by certified
public accountants. Each certified public accountant nust be
registered in the State of Illinois under the Illinois Public
Accounting Act. The conpensation for each certified public

accountant shall be paid directly by the licensee to the
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certified public accountant. A licensee shall also submt
any other financial or related information the Board deens
necessary to effectively admnister this Act and all rules,
regul ations, and final decisions pronul gated under this Act.

(h) The Board shall name and appoint in the manner
provided by the rules and regulations of the Board: an
Exeeutive--brreector: a State director of nutuels; State
veterinarians and representatives to take saliva, blood,
urine and other tests on horses; |icensing personnel; revenue
i nspectors; and State seasonal enployees (excluding adm ssion
ticket sellers and nutuel clerks). Al of those nanmed and
appointed as provided in this subsection shall serve during
the pleasure of the Board; their conpensation shall be
determined by the Board and be paid in the sane manner as
ot her enpl oyees of the Board under this Act.

(1) The Board shall require that there shall be 3
stewards at each horse race neeting, at |least 2 of whom shal
be named and appointed by the Board. Stewards appointed or
approved by the Board, while performng duties required by
this Act or by the Board, shall be entitled to the sane
rights and immnities as granted to Board nenbers and Board
enpl oyees tn-Seetton-10-of -t his- Aect.

(Jj) The Board may discharge any Board enpl oyee who fails
or refuses for any reason to conply wth the rules and
regul ations of the Board, or who, 1in the opinion of the
Board, 1is guilty of fraud, dishonesty or who is proven to be
i nconpetent. The Board shall have no right or power to
determne who shall be officers, directors or enployees of
any licensee, or their salaries except the Board nmay, by
rule, require that all or any officials or enployees in
charge of or whose duties relate to the actual running of
races be approved by the Board.

(k) The Board is vested with the power to appoint

del egates to execute any of the powers granted to it under
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this Section for the purpose of admnistering this Act and
any rules or regulations pronulgated in accordance with this
Act .

(I') The Board is vested with the power to inpose civil
penalties of up to $5,000 against an individual and up to
$10, 000 against a |licensee for each violation of any
provision of this Act, any rules adopted by the Board, any
order of the Board or any other action which, in the Board's
di scretion, is a detrinment or inpedinent to horse racing or
wageri ng.

(m The Board is vested wth the power to prescribe a
formto be used by licensees as an application for enploynment
for enpl oyees of each |icensee.

(n) The Board shall have the power to issue a license to
any county fair, or its agent, authorizing the conduct of the
pari-mutuel system of wagering. The Board is vested with the
full power to pronul gate reasonable rules, regulations and
conditions wunder which all horse race neetings |icensed
pursuant to this subsection shall be held and conducted,
including rules, regulations and conditions for the conduct
of the pari-nutuel system of wageri ng. The rul es,
regul ations and conditions shall provide for the prevention
of practices detrimental to the public interest and for the

best interests of horse racing, and shall prescribe penalties

for wviolations thereof. Any authority granted the Board
under this Act shall extend to its jurisdiction and
supervision over county fairs, or their agents, |icensed

pursuant to this subsection. However, the Board may waive
any provision of this Act or its rules or regulations which
woul d otherwi se apply to such county fairs or their agents.
(o) \Wenever the Board is authorized or required by |aw
to consi der sone aspect of crimnal history record
information for the purpose of carrying out its statutory

powers and responsibilities, then, upon request and paynent
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of fees in conformance wth the requirenents of Section
2605-400 of the Departnent of State Police Law (20 ILCS
2605/ 2605-400), the Departnent of State Police is authorized
to furni sh, pursuant to positive identification, such
information contained in State files as 1is necessary to
fulfill the request.

(p) To insure the convenience, confort, and wagering
accessibility of race track patrons, to provide for the
maxi m zation of State revenue, and to generate increases in
purse allotnments to the horsenen, the Board shall require any
licensee to staff the pari-nmutuel departnment wth adequate
personnel .

Sec. 15.3. Any person who nmnekes application for an
enpl oynent position as a pari-nmutuel clerk, parking attendant
or security guard with a |icensee, where such position would
involve work conducted in whole or in part at a wagering
facility wwthin this State shall be required to fill out an
enpl oynent application formprescribed by the tt}inets-Raetng
Board. Such application formshall require the applicant to
state the foll ow ng:

(a) whether the applicant has ever been convicted of a
felony offense under the laws of this State, the | aws of any
other state, or the laws of the United States;

(b) whether the applicant has ever been convicted of a
m sdenmeanor of fense under the laws of this State, the | aws of
any other state, or the laws of the United States, which
of fense involved dishonesty, fraud, deception or nor al
t ur pi t ude;

(c) whether the applicant has ever been excluded by the
Board or any other jurisdiction where wagering i s conducted;

(d) whether the applicant has ever commtted an act of
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touting, bookmaking, theft, or fraud, as those terns are
defined in Section 15.2 of this Act; and

(e) any other information that the Board may deem
necessary to carry out the purposes of Public Act 84-1468.

The applicant shall sign the application formand certify
that, under the penalties of perjury of this State, the
statenents set forth in the application formare true and
correct.

The |licensee shall, wupon its decision to hire the
applicant, forward a copy of the application form to the
Boar d. The Board shal | review the application form
i mredi ately upon receipt.

The Board's review of the application formshall include
an inquiry as to whether the applicant has been accused of
any of the acts prohibited under Section 15.2 of this Act
and, if the Board does find that the applicant has been so
accused, it shall conduct an investigation to determne
whet her, by a standard of reasonable certainty, the applicant
commtted the act. If the Board determ nes that the applicant
did commt any of the acts prohibited under that Section, it
may exclude the applicant or declare that the applicant 1is
ineligible for enploynent.

The Board may declare an applicant ineligible for
enploynment if it finds that the applicant has been previously
excluded by the Board. In making such a declaration, the
Board shall consider: (a) the reasons the applicant had been
previ ously excluded; (b) the period of tinme that has el apsed
since the applicant was excluded; and (c) how the previous
exclusion relates to the applicant's ability to perform the
duties of the enploynent position for which he or she is
appl yi ng.

When the Board excludes an applicant or declares an
applicant ineligible for enploynent, it shall inmediately

notify such applicant and the licensee of 1its action. A
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person so excluded or declared ineligible for enploynent may
request a hearing before the Board in accordance with Section
16 of this Act.

No |icensee may enploy a pari-mutuel clerk, parking
attendant or security guard at a wagering facility after such
I i censee has been notified that such person has been decl ared
i neligible by the Board.

Not hing herein shall be construed to limt the Board's
excl usionary authority under Section 16.

Sections 15.2 and 15.3 of this Act shall apply to any
person who holds an enploynent position as a pari-nutuel
clerk, parking attendant, or security guard subsequent to
July 1, 1987 wth a licensee. Al such enpl oyees enpl oyed
prior to July 1, 1987 shall be required to file enploynent
applications with the Board, and the information required
under subparagraphs (a) through (e) of this Section
pertaining to conduct or activities prior to July 1, 1987
shall only be used by the Board in its determnation to
exclude an applicant or its declaration that an applicant is
ineligible for enploynent based on conduct that occurs after
July 1, 1987.

(1) the dates on which it intends to conduct the
horse race neeting, which dates shall be provided under
Section 21;

(2) the hours of each racing day between which it
intends to hold or conduct horse racing at such neeting;

(3) the location where it proposes to conduct the
nmeeting; and

(4) any other information the Board may reasonably
require.

(b) A separate application for an organi zation |license
shall be filed for each horse race neeting which such person
proposes to hold. Any such application, if nmade by an
i ndi vidual, or by any individual as trustee, shall be signed

and verified under oath by such individual. |If made by
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i ndividuals or a partnership, it shall be signed and verified
under oath by at least 2 of such individuals or nenbers of
such partnership as the case my be. |If made by an
associ ation, corporation, corporate trustee or any ot her
entity, it shall be signed by the president and attested by
the secretary or assistant secretary under the seal of such
associ ation, trust or corporation if it has a seal, and shal
al so be verified under oath by one of the signing officers.

(c) The application shall specify the nane of the
persons, association, trust, or corporation making such
application and the post office address of the applicant; if
the applicant is a trustee, the nanes and addresses of the
beneficiaries; if a corporation, the nanes and post office
addresses of all officers, stockholders and directors; or if
such stockhol ders hold stock as a nom nee or fiduciary, the
names and post of fice addr esses of t hese per sons,
partnerships, corporations, or trusts who are the benefici al
owners thereof or who are beneficially interested therein;
and if a partnership, the nanmes and post office addresses of
all partners, general or limted; if the applicant is a
corporation, the nane of the state of its incorporation shal
be specified.

(d) The applicant shall execute and file with the Board
a good faith affirmative action plan to recruit, train, and
upgr ade mnorities in all classifications wthin the
associ ati on.

(e) Wth such application there shall be delivered to
the Board a certified check or bank draft payable to the
order of the Board for an amount equal to $1,000. Al
applications for the 1issuance of an organization |license
shall be filed with the Board before August 1 of the year
prior to the year for which application is nade and shall be
acted upon by the Board at a neeting to be held on such date

as shall be fixed by the Board during the |ast 15 days of
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Septenber of such prior year. At such neeting, the Board
shall announce the award of the racing neets, live racing
schedul e, and designation of host track to the applicants and
its approval or disapproval of each appl i cation. No
announcenent shall be considered binding until a formal order
is executed by the Board, which shall be executed no |ater
than October 15 of that prior year. Absent the agreenent of
the affected organization |icensees, the Board shall not
grant overl apping race neetings to 2 or nore tracks that are
within 100 mles of each other to conduct the thoroughbred
raci ng.

(e-5) In reviewing an application for the purpose of
granting an organization |license consistent wth the best
interests of the public and the sport of horse racing, the
Board shal | consi der

(1) the character, reputation, experience, and
financial integrity of the applicant and of any other
separate person that either

(1) controls t he appl i cant, directly or
indirectly, or

(ii) is controlled, directly or indirectly, by
that applicant or by a person who controls, directly
or indirectly, that applicant;

(2) the applicant's facilities or pr oposed
facilities for conducting horse racing;

(3) the total revenue wthout regard to Section
32.1 to be derived by the State and horsenen from the
applicant's conducting a race neeting;

(4) the applicant's good faith affirmative action
plan to recruit, train, and upgrade mnorities in al
enpl oynment cl assifications;

(5 the applicant's financial ability to purchase
and nmai ntain adequate liability and casualty insurance;

(6) the applicant's proposed and prior year's
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pronotional and marketing activities and expenditures of

the applicant associated wth those activities;

(7) an agreenent, if any, anong or gani zati on
|icensees as provided in subsection (b) of Section 21 of
this Act; and

(8) the extent to which the applicant exceeds or
meets ot her standards for the issuance of an organi zation
Iicense that the Board shall adopt by rule.

In granting organization |icenses and allocating dates
for horse race neetings, the Board shall have discretion to
determ ne an overall schedule, including required sinmulcasts
of Illinois races by host tracks that will, inits judgnent,
be conducive to the best interests of the public and the
sport of horse racing.

(e-10) The Illinois Adm nistrative Procedure Act shal
apply to admnistrative procedures of the Board under this
Act for the granting of an organization |license, except that
(1) notwthstanding the provisions of subsection (b) of
Section 10-40 of the Illinois Admnistrative Procedure Act
regarding cross-examnation, the Board may prescribe rules
l[imting the right of an applicant or participant in any
proceeding to award an organization license to conduct

(f) The Board may allot racing dates to an organization
licensee for nore than one cal endar year but for no nore than
3 successive calendar years in advance, provided that the
Board shall review such allotnent for nore than one cal endar
year prior to each year for which such allotnent has been
made. The granting of an organization license to a person
constitutes a privilege to conduct a horse race neeting under
the provisions of this Act, and no person granted an
organi zation |icense shall be deenmed to have a vested

interest, property right, or future expectation to receive an

organi zation license 1in any subsequent year as a result of
the granting of an organization license. Organi zati on
licenses shall be subject to revocation if the organization

Iicensee has violated any provision of this Act or the rules
and regulations pronulgated wunder this Act or has been
convicted of a crinme or has failed to disclose or has stated
falsely any information called for in the application for an
organi zation license. Any organization |icense revocation
proceeding shall be in accordance with Section 16 regarding
suspensi on and revocation of occupation |icenses.

(f-5) If, (1) an applicant does not file an acceptance

of the racing dates awarded by the Board as required under
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part (1) of subsection (h) of this Section 20, or (ii) an
organi zation |icensee has its |license suspended or revoked
under this Act, the Board, wupon conducting an energency
hearing as provided for in this Act, may reaward on an
energency basis pursuant to rules established by the Board,
raci ng dates not accepted or the racing dates associated with
any suspensi on or revocation period to one or nore
organi zation |licensees, new applicants, or any conbination
thereof, wupon terns and conditions that the Board determ nes
are in the best interest of raci ng, provi ded, t he

(h) The Board shall send the applicant a copy of its
formally executed order by certified nmail addressed to the
applicant at the address stated in his application, which
notice shall be mailed within 5 days of the date the forma
order is executed.

Each applicant notified shall, wthin 10 days after
receipt of the final executed order of the Board awarding
raci ng dates:

(1) file with the Board an acceptance of such award
in the formprescribed by the Board,;

(2) pay to the Board an additional anmount equal to
$110 for each racing date awarded; and

(3) file wth the Board the bonds required in
Sections 21 and 25 at |east 20 days prior to the first

day of each race neeting.
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Upon conpliance wth the provisions of paragraphs (1), (2),
and (3) of this subsection (h), the applicant shall be issued
an organi zation |icense.

| f any applicant fails to conply with this Section or
fails to pay the organization |icense fees herein provided,
no organi zation |license shall be issued to such applicant.

(a) Any licensee my conduct and supervi se t he
pari-nmutuel system of wagering, as defined in Section 3.12 of
this Act , on hor se races conducted by an Illinois
organi zation |icensee or conducted at a racetrack located in
another state or country and televised in Illinois in
accordance wth subsection (g) of Section 26 of this Act.
Subject to the prior consent of +the Board, |icensees nmay
suppl enrent any pari-nmutuel pool in order to guarantee a
m ni mum di stribution. Such pari-nmutuel nmethod of wagering
shall not, wunder any circunstances if conducted under the
provisions of this Act, be held or construed to be unlawful,
other statutes of this State to the contrary notw thstandi ng.
Subject to rules for advance wagering pronulgated by the
Board, any |licensee may accept wagers in advance of the day
of the race wagered upon occurs.

(b) No other nethod of betting, pool making, wagering or
ganbling shall be wused or permtted by the |icensee. Each
licensee may retain, subject to the paynent of all applicable
taxes and purses, an anmount not to exceed 17% of all noney
wagered under subsection (a) of this Section, except as my
ot herwi se be permtted under this Act.

(b-5) An individual my place a wager under t he
pari-mutuel system from any licensed |ocation authorized

under this Act provided that wager is electronically recorded
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in the manner described in Section 3.12 of +this Act. Any
wager made electronically by an individual while physically
on the premses of a licensee shall be deenmed to have been
made at the prem ses of that |icensee.

(c) uUntil January 1, 2000, the sumheld by any |icensee
for paynment of outstanding pari-nutuel tickets, if unclained
prior to Decenber 31 of the next year, shall be retained by
the licensee for paynent of such tickets wuntil that date.
Wthin 10 days thereafter, the bal ance of such sum renai ni ng
uncl ai med, |ess any uncashed suppl enents contri buted by such
i censee for t he pur pose of guar ant eei ng m ni mum
di stributions of any pari-nutuel pool, shall be paid to the
II'linois Veterans' Rehabilitation Fund of the State treasury,
except as provided in subsection (g) of Section 27 of this
Act .

(c-5) Beginning January 1, 2000, the sum held by any
licensee for paynent of outstanding pari-nmutuel tickets, if
uncl ai med prior to Decenber 31 of the next vyear, shall be
retained by the Ilicensee for paynent of such tickets until
that date. Wthin 10 days thereafter, the balance of such
sum remaining unclained, |ess any uncashed supplenents
contributed by such Iicensee for the purpose of guaranteeing
m nimum distributions of any pari-mutuel pool, shall be
evenly distributed to the purse account of the organization
i censee and the organi zation |icensee.

(d) A pari-mutuel ticket shall be honored until Decenber

simlarly accunulated on account of pari-nutuel tickets not
presented for paynent.

(e) No licensee shall knowi ngly permt any mnor, other
than an enployee of such |licensee or an owner, trainer,
j ockey, driver, or enployee thereof, to be admtted during a

raci ng program unl ess acconpani ed by a parent or guardian, or
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any mnor to be a patron of the pari-nutuel system of
wageri ng conducted or supervised by it. The adm ssion of any
unacconpani ed m nor, other than an enployee of the |icensee
or an owner, trainer, jockey, driver, or enployee thereof at
a race track is a Cass C m sdeneanor

(f) Notw thstanding the other provisions of this Act, an
organi zation |licensee may contract with an entity in another
state or country to permt any |legal wagering entity in
anot her state or country to accept wagers solely within such
other state or country on races conducted by the organization
licensee in this State. Beginning January 1, 2000, these
wagers shall not be subject to State taxation. Until January
1, 2000, when the out-of-State entity conducts a pari-nmutuel
pool separate fromthe organi zation |icensee, a privilege tax
equal to 7 1/2%of all nonies received by the organization
licensee fromentities in other states or countries pursuant
to such contracts 1is inposed on the organization |icensee,
and such privilege tax shall be remtted to the Departnent of

Revenue within 48 hours of receipt of the noneys from the

si mul cast. When the out-of-State entity conducts a conbi ned
pari-nmutuel pool with the organization |icensee, the tax
shall be 10% of all nonies received by the organization

licensee with 25% of the receipts fromthis 10% tax to be
distributed to the county in which the race was conduct ed.

An organization |licensee may permt one or nore of its
races to be utilized for pari-nutuel wagering at one or nore
|ocations in other states and may transmt audi o and vi sual
signals of races the organization |icensee conducts to one or
nore |l ocations outside the State or country and nay also
permt pari-mutuel pools in other states or countries to be
conbined with its gross or net wagering pools or wth
wageri ng pool s established by other states.

(g) A host track may accept interstate sinmulcast wagers

on horse races conducted in other states or countries and
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shall control the nunber of signals and types of breeds of
racing in its sinulcast program subject to the disapproval
of the Board. The Board nmay prohibit a simulcast program
only if it finds that the sinulcast program is clearly
adverse to the integrity of racing. The host track simulcast
program shall include the signal of |I|ive racing of al
organi zation licensees. Al non-host |icensees shall carry
the host track sinulcast programand accept wagers on al
races included as part of the sinmulcast program upon which
wagering is permtted. The costs and expenses of the host
track and non-host |licensees associated wth interstate
si mul cast wagering, other than the interstate conmm ssion fee,
shall be borne by the host track and all non-host |icensees
incurring these <costs. The interstate comm ssion fee shal
not exceed 5% of Illinois handle on the interstate sinmulcast
race or races wthout prior approval of the Board. The Board
shall pronulgate rules under which it may permt interstate
comm ssion fees in excess of 5% The interstate conm ssion
fee and other fees charged by the sending racetrack,
including, but not limted to, satellite decoder fees, shal
be wuniformy applied to the host track and all non-host
| i censees.

(1) Between the hours of 6:30 a.m and 6:30 p.m an
intertrack wagering |icensee other than the host track
may supplenment the host track sinulcast programwth
addi tional sinulcast races or race prograns, provided
that between January 1 and the third Friday in February
of any year, inclusive, if no live thoroughbred racing is
occurring in I11inois during this peri od, only
t hor oughbr ed races may be used for suppl enental
interstate simul cast purposes. The Board shall wthhold
approval for a supplenental interstate sinmulcast only if
it finds that the sinmulcast is clearly adverse to the

integrity of racing. A supplenental interstate sinulcast
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may be transmtted froman intertrack wagering |icensee
toits affiliated non-host |icensees. The interstate
comm ssion fee for a supplenental interstate sinmulcast
shal |l be paid by the non-host licensee and its affiliated
non-host |icensees receiving the sinulcast.

(2) Between the hours of 6:30 p.m and 6:30 a.m an
intertrack wagering |icensee other than the host track
may receive supplenental interstate simulcasts only with
the consent of the host track, except when the Board
finds that the sinulcast is clearly adverse to the
integrity of racing. Consent grant ed under this
paragraph (2) to any intertrack wagering |licensee shal
be deened consent to all non-host |[|icensees. The
interstate conm ssion fee for the supplenental interstate
simul cast shall be paid by all participating non-host
| i censees.

(3) Each licensee conducting interstate simulcast
wagering my retain, subject to the paynent of al
applicabl e taxes and the purses, an anmobunt not to exceed
17% of all noney wagered. |If any |icensee conducts the
pari-nutuel system wagering on races conduct ed at
racetracks in another state or country, each such race or
race program shall be considered a separate racing day
for the purpose of determining the daily handle and
conputing the privilege tax of that daily handle as
provided in subsection (a) of Section 27. Until January
1, 2000, fromthe suns pernmtted to be retai ned pursuant
to this subsection, each intertrack wagering |ocation
licensee shall pay 1% of the pari-nutuel handl e wagered
on sinul cast wagering to the Horse Racing Tax Allocation
Fund, subject to the provisions of subparagraph (B) of
paragraph (11) of subsection (h) of Section 26 of this
Act .

(4) A licensee who receives an interstate sinmulcast
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may conbine its gross or net pools with pools at the
sendi ng racetracks pursuant to rules established by the
Boar d.

(5) After the paynent of the interstate conm ssion
fee (except for the interstate conmssion fee on a
suppl emental interstate sinmulcast, which shall be paid by
the host track and by each non-host |icensee through the
host-track) and all applicable State and |ocal taxes,
except as provided in subsection (g) of Section 27 of
this Act, the remai nder of noneys retai ned from sinul cast
wagering pursuant to this subsection (g), and Section
26. 2 shall be divided as foll ows:

(A) For interstate sinmulcast wagers nade at a
host track, 50%to the host track and 50%to purses
at the host track.

(B) For wagers placed on interstate sinulcast
races, supplenental simulcasts as defi ned in
subparagraphs (1) and (2), and separately pool ed
races conducted outside of the State of |Illinois
made at a non-host |icensee, 25%to the host track,
25% to the non-host |icensee, and 50%to the purses
at the host track.

(6) Notwithstanding any provision in this Act to
the contrary, non-host |icensees who derive their
licenses from a track located in a county wth a
popul ation in excess of 230,000 and that borders the

whi ch shall be wthheld only wupon a finding that a
suppl enental interstate sinulcast is clearly adverse to
the integrity of racing.

(7) Notw thstanding any provision of this Act to
the contrary, after paynment of all applicable State and
| ocal taxes and interstate commssion fees, non-host
licensees who derive their licenses froma track | ocated
in a county with a population in excess of 230,000 and
that borders the Mssissippi River shall retain 50% of
the retention frominterstate sinulcast wagers and shal
pay 50% to purses at the track from which the non-host
licensee derives its license as foll ows:

(A) Between January 1 and the third Friday in

February, inclusive, if no live thoroughbred racing

is occurring in Illinois during this period, when

the interstate sinulcast is a standardbred race, the
purse share to its standardbred purse account;
(B) Between January 1 and the third Friday in

February, inclusive, if no live thoroughbred racing

is occurring in Illinois during this period, and the

interstate simulcast is a thoroughbred race, the
purse share to its interstate sinulcast purse poo
to be distributed under paragraph (10) of this

subsection (g);

230,000 and that borders the Mssissippi Rver and its
affiliated non-host |licensees shall not be entitled to
share in any retention generated on racing, inter-track
wagering, or sinulcast wagering at any other [Illinois
wagering facility.

(8.1) Notw thstanding any provisions in this Act to
the contrary, if 2 organization |licensees are conducting
standardbred race neetings concurrently between the hours
of 6:30 pm and 6:30 a.m, after paynent of al
applicable State and | ocal t axes and interstate
comm ssion fees, the remainder of the anount retained
from si mul cast wagering otherwise attributable to the
host track and to host track purses shall be split daily
between the 2 organization |icensees and the purses at
the tracks of the 2 organization |icensees, respectively,
based on each organi zation |icensee's share of the total
live handle for that day, provided that this provision
shall not apply to any non-host |icensee that derives its
l'icense from a track located in a county wth a
popul ation in excess of 230,000 and that borders the
M ssi ssi ppi River.

(13) Notwi thstanding any other provision of this
Act, in the event that the total Illinois pari-nutuel
handle on Illinois horse races at all wagering facilities

pari-nmutuel handle on Illinois horse races that is |ess
than 75% of the total Illinois pari-nutuel handle on

of less than 150,000 according to the 1990 decenni al
census, and an average of at |east 60 days of racing per
year between 1985 and 1993 may be issued an inter-track

wagering license. Any such person having operating
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control of the racing facility may al so receive up to 6
inter-track wagering location licenses. In no event shal
nore than 6 inter-track wagering | ocations be established
for each eligible race track, except that an eligible
race track located in a county that has a popul ati on of
nore than 230,000 and that is bounded by the M ssissipp
Ri ver may establish up to 7 inter-track wagering
| ocations. An application for said |icense shall be filed
with the Board prior to such dates as may be fixed by the
Board. Wth an application for an inter-track wagering
| ocation license there shall be delivered to the Board a
certified check or bank draft payable to the order of the
Board for an anount equal to $500. The application shal
be on forns prescribed and furnished by the Board. The
application shal | conply W th al | ot her rules,
regulations and conditions inposed by the Board in
connection therewth.

(2) The Board shall examne the applications wth
respect to their conformty with this Act and the rules
and regul ations inposed by the Board. |If found to be in
conpliance wth the Act and rules and regul ati ons of the
Board, the Board may then issue a |icense to conduct
inter-track wagering and sinulcast wagering to such
appl i cant. Al'l such applications shall be acted upon by
the Board at a neeting to be held on such date as nay be
fi xed by the Board.

(3) In granting licenses to conduct inter-track
wageri ng and sinul cast wagering, the Board shall give due
consideration to the best interests of the public, of
horse racing, and of maxim zing revenue to the State.

(8.1) Inter-track wagering |location |icensees who
derive their |icenses from a particular organization
Ii censee shall conduct inter-track wagering and si mul cast
wagering only at locations which are either within 90
mles of that race track wher e t he parti cul ar
organi zation |icensee is licensed to conduct racing, or
within 135 mles of that race track where the particular
organi zation |licensee is licensed to conduct racing in
the case of race tracks in counties of less than 400, 000

that were operating on or before June 1, 1986. However,
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inter-track wagering and sinul cast wagering shall not be
conducted by those |licensees at any location within 5
mles of any race track at which a horse race neeting has
been licensed in the current year, unless the person
havi ng operating control of such race track has given its
witten consent to such inter-track wagering |location
I i censees, which consent nust be filed wth the Board at
or prior to the time application is nmade.

(8.2) Inter-track wagering or sinulcast wagering
shall not be conducted by an inter-track wageri ng
| ocation licensee at any location within 500 feet of an
exi sting church or existing school, nor wwthin 500 feet
of the residences of nobre than 50 registered voters
W thout receiving witten permssion froma mgjority of
the registered voters at such residences. Such witten
perm ssion statenents shall be filed wwth the Board. The
di stance of 500 feet shall be neasured to the nearest
part of any building used for worship services, education
prograns, residential purposes, or conducting inter-track
wagering by an inter-track wagering |ocation |icensee,
and not to property boundaries. However, inter-track
wagering or simulcast wagering may be conducted at a site
within 500 feet of a church, school or residences of 50
or nore registered voters if such church, school or
resi dences have been erected or established, or such
voters have been registered, after the Board issues the
original inter-track wagering location |icense at the
site in question.

Sec. 30. (a) The General Assenbly declares that it 1is
the policy of this State to encourage the breeding of
t hor oughbred horses in this State and the ownership of such
horses by residents of this State in order to provide for:
sufficient nunbers of high quality thoroughbred horses to
participate in thoroughbred racing neetings in this State,
and to establish and preserve the agricultural and commerci al
benefits of such breeding and racing industries to the State
of Illinois. It is the intent of the General Assenbly to
further this policy by the provisions of this Act.

(b) Each organization |icensee conducting a thoroughbred
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racing neeting pursuant to this Act shall provide at |east
two races each day limted to Illinois conceived and foal ed
horses or Illinois foal ed horses or both. A mnimm of 6
races shall be conducted each week I|imted to Illinois
conceived and foaled or Illinois foaled horses or both. No
horses shall be permtted to start in such races unless duly
regi stered under the rules of the Departnent of Agriculture.

(c) Conditions of races under subsection (b) shall be
commensurate wth past performance, quality, and class of
II'linois conceived and foaled and Illinois foaled horses
available. If, however, sufficient conpetition cannot be had
anong horses of that class on any day, the races may, with
consent of the Board, be elimnated for that day and
substitute races provided.

(d) There is hereby created a special fund of the State
Treasury to be known as the Illinois Thoroughbred Breeders
Fund.
